N e w Y o r k , Ju ly 14th.—The Times edi­ 
torially says : I t is au open secret that Kala- 
kaua, King of the Haw aiian Islands, is on a 
voyage around the world for the purpose o I 
selling his Kingdom. 
W e have a right to re­ 
gard with some uneasiness the trading expe­ 
dition of King K aD kaua. 
V irtually the 
United States has a mortgage upon the Sand­ 
wich Islands. 
T hat we have a monopoly of 
the trade of the islands, both as regards im ­ 
ports and exports, is well known. 
The Gov­ 
ernment is independent of all other nations, 
it is true, and it is true th at the Government 
is 
of 
a 
nominal 
n a tu re ; 
but it is 
also undeniable th at the worthy gentleman 
who is King of the 
Hawaiian 
Islands, 
by virtue of his descent from the head chief 
who seized the Government once upon a time, 
is merely a figurehead, and that he is less of 
a ruler than constitutional Kings usually are. 
The fiercest annexationists in the Islands are 
naturally American planters and traders. 
They fear to have their property interests trans­ 
ferred to the dominion of a Kuropean power. 
They long for a time when they will be not 
obliged, as now, to subm it to the payment of 
an import duty on their own products im­ 
ported into their own country. 
They argue 
th at nearly eveiything th at the Hawaiian 
islands export g< es to the U nited States, and 
nearly evtrything which is imported into the 
I-lands come from the same Republic. If an­ 
nexation ever arrives, it m ust trke the Islands 
to the U nited States, and th at this step 
would be denounced by foreign residents who 
are not American is also tru e ; but in any 
event, although ( ur Government cannot af­ 
ford to promote any poiicy cf annexation, the 
other Governments of the world should te 
notified th at any attem pt on their part to ac­ 
quire the Sandwich I-lands, by purchase or 
otherwise, would be regarded by the U nited 
States as an unfriendly act. If we are to fos­ 
ter arid m aintain the great commerce between 
the Pacific coast and Asia, th at commerce 
will need protection, which can best be given 
it from a naval and m ilitary station on the 
Hawaiian Islands.

TESTIMONY OF JUDGE SHAFTEE, 


What He Knows About Land, Beef, 
Wood, Etc. 


SUMMARY OF THE DIRECTORS' EVIDENCE 


Searching Inquiry Into a C ertain Con­ 
tract.

S a n Q u e n tin S t a t e P r is o n , Ju ly H tb .— 
The sixth sitting of the State Prison Investi­ 
gation Committee did not open this morning 
until 11 o’clock, waiting the arrival of two cf 
the Commissioners from San R ifael. 
Pres 
ent—Commissioners Mills, Gibbe and W att. 
Directors Shell, Everson aud Neff, W arden 
Ames aud J . J . Owen, were in attendance. 
The Commission being called to order, the 
minutes of the preceding meeting were read. 


ABSENT WITNESSES. 
M r. M ills handed the Secretary a letter 
from A. D. W hitney, in which the writer 
stated th at being no longer a Director of the 
prison, he did not think his evidence would 
be of much value to the Commission. 
M r. Mill», the Chairman, stated that it 
would be determined hereafter whether Mr. 
W hitney’s attendance before the Commis­ 
sion was necessary or not. 
I t being stated th at Sheriff M eany had 
just been married, his absence was considered 
excusable. 
JUDGE J. « ’Al, SHAKIER 
W as called and sworn, in regard to the 
value of the land purchased by the State 
Prison Directors : 
Do not place much confi­ 
dence on the assessment values; they are 
generally one-third or one-half the actual 
value of the property ; near Sancelilo there 
are extensive brick lands; d x n o t know at 
aliat they a-e valued a t ; never heard of any 
sales of them ; 1 think §300 an acre was an 
exorbitant price to pay for the land pur­ 
chased by the Prison Directors ; I have lands 
at 850 an acre, but they a:e nut suitable for 
brickinaking purposes ; do to t think that 
$300 would have been awarded had the m at­ 
ter been referred for confirmation to higher 
authorities; do not know any of the prison 
officials ; have seen Judge Ames, but have 
never been introduced to him ; sold beef and 
other things to the former administration, but 
nothing to the present one ; have had conver­ 
sations with my sod, P. K. Shatter, about 
the wood he sold to the prison. 
l o Mr. W att—The condition imposed of 
slaughtering beef within the prison limits 
prevents any conqwting for the prison sup­ 
ply ; it is advantageous to those in the neigh­ 
borhood ; if persons could slaughter the beef 
at their own place there would be a greater 
number of bidders, and would probably re­ 
sult in a greater benefit to the State ; condi­ 
tions being imposed as to where the beef shall 
be slaughtered means beef at a higher price ; 
the bidder could give the beef cheaper be­ 
cause the hide, ht ad and off il would he kept 
by him, and which he could se ll; the 
are 
now the perquisites of the prison. 
To Mr. M ills—Have sold cattle to different 
prison contractors ; knew them to be con­ 
tractors ; tho cattle I soli them were gener­ 
ally not sa good as would be required by 
wholesale butchers in the city ; they were 
often lean ; the contractors, I believe, wouli 
fatten them up before delivering them to the 
prison; many of them were what we call 
stags ; have sold many of them iu the city 
for canned m eat; they nre cot fir*t-cla«* 
beef; cannot Egy th at the stags were deliv­ 
ered a t the prison, but think eo, as I have 
received weights of them purporting to c >me 
from tho prison ; was generally paid from 
$30 to $35 a head ; some of them will weigh 
800 pounds ; the difference in price between 
stags’ beef and first-class beef ¡3 in the pro­ 
portion of three to five; stag beef is worth 
about three-fifths the price cf the best beef. 
To Judge Ames—Some of the stags had 
been worked ; when they are worked they 
make better beef than if they hac not 
been worked ; have been nelliug to others 
beside the prison contractors ; have sold as 
much as $14,000 woi£h of steers in a pear. 
To M r. M ilk—The wood delivered by my 
son to tbe prison was what he might have on 
hand, mostly pice : might be called fair aver­ 
age wood; my son has repeated to me the 
conversations he had about the wood ¿with 
the prison authorities ; have sold wood from 
SI a cord for poor wood to $5 a cord for the 
best; thick the freijh t down to here was 
$2 50 a cord ; know from my son’s testimony 
th at ha has been trying to get a settlem ent of 
three cars of wood, but have always under­ 
stood that the officers refused to acknowledge 
knowing anything about i t ; learned that he 
had settled for half the quantity; learned from 
Mr. W arden that there had been some talk 
on the part of M r. Ellis, of the prison, that 
in these wood contracts there was nothing in 
them for him ; Mr. W arden told me that Mr. 
Ellis said this, and I reported the statem ent 
to the Governor. 
Air. Mills—The Commission would like to 
know, Mr. Shafter, whether, in your opinioD, 
the sum of $100 a month paid to the Prison 
Directors for their expenses is a fixed salary 
or not ? 
Director Shell—Do you ask the witness, 
Air. Mills, to state whether a law duly pissed 
and sanctioned by the Governor is constitu­ 
tional or not? 
I t seems to me a witness on 
the stand before this Commission has nothing 
to do with the constitutionality of existing 
laws. 
T hat is a m atter for tlie Supreme 
Court to decide. 
Mr. Mills—Oae of the charges placed be­ 
fore this Commission to investigate was in 
regard to the sum received by the State 
Prison Directors for expenses and mileage. 
We are simply endeavoring to elicit an in­ 
telligent opinion whether these moneyB are 
paid iu accordance with the provision of the 
Constitution. 
Now, Judge Shafter, will you 
give us your opinion ? 
W itness—In |my opinion it is an assump­ 
tion of the Legislature and a contravention 
of the Constitution. 


DAVID TORTER 
Testified th at he bad owned the land which 
had been purchased by the Directors ten 
years ago; Bold the land to the State adj >in 
ing this a t $220 per acre ; the lands had im­ 
proved in value since th at time ; clay lands 
for making brick were nearly exhausted in 
th at vicinity ; excavations made for clay de­ 
frayed the landscape and impaired the value 
of other laude owned by w’itness ; got all the 
money himself ; paid no commission to any 
Directors, officer or agent of the Directors 
or officers of the prison. 
A recess was then taken. 


AFTERNOON SESSION— OUT 
OK ORDER 
WIT­ 
NESSES. 
On reassembling in the afternoon Judge 
Ames introduced two witnesses out of the 
regular order, in contradiction of m atters tes­ 
tified to by the prosecution. The first of these 
witnesses was Clerk Ellis, who testified that 
he had known Judge Ames since he had been 
elected Clerk, and had never knowu him to 
be under the influence of liquor. 


Adam Simtnons testified that he had driven 
the prison omnibus since April, 1880, every 
d a y ; was driving it in Jan u x ry ; Judge 
Ames, when returning from San Francisco, 
always rode on the seat with w itness; had 
never seen Ames under the inrtuuceof liquor ; 
hadn’t see him nuder the influence of liquor 
from the 1st to the 10:h of January. 1881, or 
at any other tim e: had never seen Jad g e 
Ames take a drink of liquor. 


REGULAR EXAMINATION RESUMED. 
The regular examination on behall of tho 
Commissioners was then resumed. 
Director Chapman w as recalled. 
A list of 
articles said to have been manufactured in 
the prison for the Directors was consulted, 
and upon the suggestion of one cf the Com­ 
missioners evidence was taken of the D i­ 
rectors separately. 
A brief summary ,.f the 
testimony on this head is as follows : 
Each 
of the Directors lias now testified before the 
Commission concerning tho receipt cf pres­ 
ents; each of them received some article of 
furniture, but each has proven successfully 
th at such articles were paid for. 
Director 
Schell received from Clerk Eliis a piesent of 
an aquarium ; was angry upon its receipt, 
and insisted on paying for it. Director E ver­ 
son had received a small box of candy for 
his children at tho bands of Mrs. Ames ; 
had caused a cabinet to be constructed for 
himself in the prison, aud had paid $20 for 
the same. 


a co n tra ct in q u ir e d in t o . 
I t has been known for two or three days 
th at a close examination would be made of a 
contract let to Prescott, Scott 4t Co. for tho 
manufacture cf an engine aud b< ilers to lie 
used in the jute work, and the examination 
of Mr. Chapman, which has hern so fre­ 
quently interrupted, was resumed. 
As soon 
as this point w as reached Director Chapman 
requested the Com m issioner to place Irving 
M. Scott on the stand in his steid. 
A hurried consultation between the Com­ 
missioners ensued, at the c'ose of which tho 
Chairman at uounced th at the examination 
cf Air. Chapman would be proceeded with. 
It soon became apparent th at Director Chap­ 
man could not testify to the real ft. 
f tho 
case for want of knowledge. 
Direct >is Netf, Schell, Ex. reoii and W ar 
den Ames were in turn closely examined con­ 
cerning tho transaction. 
It appeared front 
the joint evidence < f tliera th at au advertise­ 
m ent had been published in the $an Frau- 
cisco papers under dato of April 6th, calling 
for bids for the constiuotiuu of an enrir.e of 
250 horsre-power, ¡ remising that tho bids 
should te opened on April 1 4th, eight days 
after the appearance of tho advertisement, 
the competing bidders to address their bids 
to the clerk of the prison at San Quentin. 
Tho Commissioners called on the clerk of 
the prison for the origínalo of those bids. 
The bids and specifications of two foundries 
in San Francsco were found. 
The bid and a 
portion of the specification of a third foundry 
were also presented. 
The last page of the 
specification was missing, and could not be 
found. 
The bid of Prescott, Scott -t Co, 
could not be found. 
W arden Ames testified that Mr. Scott 
asked for the return of his bid, which would 
account for its absence. 
The Chairman inquired of the prison clerk 
if the bids had been opened in the presence 
of the bidders, and was nrtiwered in the 
affirmative.

The Chairman repeated his request for the 
book, when one of the Directors aaid the 
clerk of the prison would read the record. 
The Chairman requested th at the book 
should be handed to him, saying th at he 
would read the record himself. 
The book was passed tc the Cointr.i. don­ 
ers, who examined it. 
A lter a brief conversation tho Chairm an 
informed the Commbs'on and those interested 
in the inquiry th a t not ona word of reference

IRVING M. SCOTT SWORN.

stated that his first bid for the corstruction of 
tho engine was $8,000. 
Subsequently he had 
added to hi* bid a preposition t > build four- 
boilers required by the Directors, and to put 
the machinery in 
place at San Quentin. 
Eventually the contract was closed with 
Prescott, 
Scott 
& 
Co., 
by 
the 
D i­ 
rectors, 
for 
the 
construction 
of 
an 
engine, boilers and their equipments. 
A ll 
were to be placed in running order a t San 
Qu-.'ntin for the sum of $17,000. 
Subsequent 
to the close of this contract, by correspondence 
between himself and W arden Ames and D i­ 
rectors Everson and Neff, some changes were 
made in the specifications for the machinery, 
and the contract price was increased to §20,­ 
700. 
A t a later period W arden Ames noti­ 
fied him th at the specifications for the main 
shaft had been made for a lighter engine and 
additional expense would be necessary in pro­ 
viding a shaft suitable for the heavier m a­ 
chinery. The additional amount between the 
shaft required and th at contracted for was 
$1,400, thus raising the entire bid to S22.100 
which was the contract price now existing. 
An extended inquiry was here instituted as 
to why specifications for this m achinery had 
not been permitted, and proposals to do the 
work had not been advertised for. 
A SHARP ALTERCATION 
Between Commissioner W att and one of the 
Directors here occurred, arising out of an 
answer of the latter th at the Directors did 
not go to the trouble of advertising because 
they possessed the authority to make a con­ 
tract w ithout such an advertisement.

Shortly previous to thi3 transaction Com­ 
missioner Gibbs had received leave of absence 
from the Commission, and had returned to 
San Francisco. 
The two remaining Commissioners a t this 
point retired to an adjoining room, and clos­ 
ing the door remained in consultation fur a 
considerable time. Upon returning the Chair­ 
man directed the Secretary to obtain from ail 
the bidders who had responded to the adver­ 
tisement of A pril complete copies of the bids 
and specifications sent iu by them. 
The ex­ 
amination under this head then came to tin 
abrupt 
termination. 
Tito Commissioners 
made no further reference to it, but it U gen­ 
erally, though not officially, understood th a t 
the whole case will be reorened in the m orn­ 
ing, and a most determined effort will !>e 
made to ascertain the underlying fact*.

to he jockeyed out of them by some of 
th eir powerful and acquisitive neighbors, 
and doubtless be th in k s th a t lie m ight as 
well get som ething substantial out of them 
while it is y e t tim e. 
As to his title, we 
suppose it is as good as th a t of m ost mon­ 
arcas, and his people are so easy-going 
and indolent th a t they are not likely to 
raise aDy serious objections to the pr posed 
transfer.

ITES.

The th reat of the Democrats to let 
th e A dm inistration men elect th eir candi­ 
dates unless the C onklingites would help 
them to adjourn on Saturday, seems to 
have had its effect, however.

th e Assembly voted to adjourn on S atur­ 
day, and it m ust be presum ed th a t the 
Oonkliug bolters voted w ith the Democrats 
on th a t occasion. 
By doing this these men 
have cut them selves off from th eir former 
party. 
H enceforth it will be nonsense to 
speak of them as Kepublicans. 
Conkling’s 
K ipublicanisin has alw ays been of th e rule 
or ruiu kind, b u t w hen he not only refuses 
to let his henchm en enter th e Republican 
caucus, b u t orders them to vote w ith the 
D em ocrats to prevent the election of tw o 
Republican Senators, it is tim e to expose 
th e im pudence of the pretense by which he 
am i his men have th u s far claimed to he 
m em bers of th e Republican party. 
They 
arc nothing of the kind. 
If they are not 
Democrats they are political guerrillas aud 
Ishm aelites. 
Iu fact th ry can w ith pro­ 
priety be called nothing else than Coak- 
lingites, for th ey represent Conkling and 
nothing and nobody else. 
They stand for 
no principle w hatever. 
T hey aro at open 
w ar w ith the legitim ately organized Repub­ 
lican party. 
A nd th ey ’have now capped 
th e climax of th tlr p arty treason by voting 
w ith 
the 
D em ocrats for adjournm ent. 
H enceforw ard we hope there will bu no 
fu rth e r talk of Conkling as a Republican, 


The program m e of the fee hunters is to 
em bark tho people of this valley upon a 
sea of litigation. 
T hey do no t know , nor 
do they care, how m uch it will cost. 
All 
they seek is fat fees and p lenty of them . 
To induce th e people of this valley to fall 
in w ith th eir program m e they have sedu­ 
lously depreciated th e engineering plans 
by which alone the whole debris question 
could have been settled perm anently and 
equitably. They have also dona th eir utm ost 
to convey the impression th a t litigation 
will give absolute, imm ediate and perm a­ 
n ent security to the people of the valley. 
B ut th is is not the tru th . 
T he tru th is 
th a t if every city and county in the Sacra­ 
m ento valley brought su it against the 
hydraulic miners, and if every one of those 
suits were successful, and if perpetual in­ 
junctions were issued against th e m iners, 
th e safety of th e valley would not then be 
insured. 
If every hydraulic m ine was 
stopped to-day, and if not an ounce of 
debris were washed into th e rivers from 
these mines, n ext w inter’s rains would 
still bring down debris enough to cover 
and destroy thousands of acres, and to 
sw am p M arysville. 
W hoever, therefore, 
asserts th a t there is only one issue before 
the people of this valley, and th a t th a t 
one issuo is the stopping of hydraulic 
m ining, tells a falsehood. 
The R ecoRD-Union seeks th e safety of 
the S acram tnto valley, not the enrichm ent 
of a few law yers, and therefore it refuses 
to adm it th a t th e public arc justified in 
ignoring the very grave and urgent con.- 
siderations w hich lio beyond litigation. 
Colonel M endeil has w ithin the past week 
declared th a t it is not enough to p ut a 
stop to hydraulic m ining, for th a t there is 
enough debris now iu the canyons to in ­ 
d ict imm ense damage upon the valley 
lands. 
I t is very certain th a t litigation 
cannot res rain tl ia debris, and it is 
equally certain th at unless it is w ithheld 
in some w ay all the money now being p u t 
into th e hands of the law p ers will be im­ 
potent to prevent the destruction of the 
very lands these suits ara intended to pro­ 
tect. 
These facts are not capable of being 
controverted, and therefore it is not fair 
dealing w ith th e public fur any one to as­ 
sert th a t all th a t is needed is more litiga­ 
tion. 
T he R ecord U nion pointed out 
long ago the nccctsity of dealing w ith the 
debris aiready accum ulated :n the canyons, 
aud showed th a t if the engineering plans 
were abandoned there w ould rem ain no 
available m ethod of guarding against the 
descent of th is debris. 
T he fee-linuters 
attem pted to evade th is vital considera­ 
tion by pretending th a t th e rains of last 
w inter had em ptied all th e canyons, and 
th a t therefore the re was nothing to appre­ 
hend in th a t regard. 
Tho falsity of th¡3 
pretense has now been fully exposed, and 
the urgency of the situation is once more 
dem onstrated. 
Colonel M endeil says th at the debris in 
one canyon is one hundred and fifty feet 
deep. 
Does any Eane man think th a t an 
injunction upon the hydraulic m ines will 
prevent next w inter’s raius from bringing 
th a t debris down upon us 7 
And if no 
help or protection is to be looked for from 
the prosecution of suits, how is litigation 
going to save the farm ers and the people of 
M arysville ? 
1 he people of this valley we 
tru st possess far too m uch sense to be 
gulled by th e shallow sophistries of the 
fee-hunting law yers into abandoning them ­ 
selves to a mode of defense which clearly 
cannot defend them . 
They have to m ake 
th eir reckoning, not w ith the hydraulic 
m iners alone, as the fee hunters falsely 
allege, b ut w ith an enormous mass of debris 
over w hich neither the hydraulic m iners nor 
anyone else have any control. 
T his mass 
m ust in the course of natural law s be 
washed down into the rivers, and when it 
is tliera it will do ju st as much damage a3 
though it came straig h t from the hydraulic 
mines. 
Culonel M endeil s a ;s th a t the 
only w ay to hold back this debris is by 
repairing th e brush dams. 
The fee-hunters 
and th eir spokesman try to persuade the 
pecple th a t it is not nccii tary to ¡lo any­ 
thing of th e kind. 
T hat is to say, the fec- 
buntcrs and th eir organs w ish to prevent 
tho 
people 
from 
guarding them selves 
effectually. 
IV lien the rains come, and the debris 
descends into the rivers, even thougli the 
hydraulic m ints should all be closed, it 
will be too late to apply remedies. 
W e do 
not desire even th e m ost credulous dupes 
of 
the fee-hunters to be punished so 
sharply for their folly, however, and there­ 
fore we propose to give them tim ely w arn­ 
ing. 
W e say now, as we have Baid from 
the first, th a t litigation alone cannot save 
this va'lev, and th a t the attem p t to m ain­ 
tain its ability to save th e valley is false 
and fraudulent. 
Studied and persistent 
m isrepresentation has been employed to 
create a belief th a t all th at was necessary 
was the institu tio n of suits. 
I t has been 
alleged, iu defiance of the facts and of the 
opinions of the engineers, th a t all the 
trouble would 
eventually cease if the 
hydraulic m ines were enj fined. 
The only 
possible effect of eucH statem ents is to 
create a false confidence, which will lead 
the public to neglect necessary precautions, 
and w hich w ill render it easier for the fee- 
hunters to bleed the c ranty treasuries. 
A gainst all their m isstatem ents, how­ 
ever, stands the undeniable fact th at be­ 
tween ns and the hydraulic m :nes there 
lies a great body of debris, out of the reach 
of injunctions, and accessible only to those 
w inter rains which are certain to fall in 
th eir season. W hatever m ethods of protec­ 
tion and defense for the valley fail tc take 
this debris into account are m anifestly 
fatally defective ; and th e only plan the 
fee-hunters have is open to this destructive 
criticism . 
The fee-hunters are trying to 
produce the impression th a t everybody 
w'ho finds fault w ith th eir schemes is in the 
interest of th e hydraulic m iners. In whose 
interests m ust they be who are employing 
all th eir energies to commit th e people of 
the valley to a policy of defense so bung­ 
ling and futile th a t it cannot protect them 
even for a single w inter against tho w orst 
consequences of the ¡low of debris? 
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THE /NNÜAL LUNACY. 


The 12th of Ju ly as usual brought 
around its regular battles betw een O range­ 
men and Catholics in various parts of tho 
world, though there is some ground for 
concluding th a t these encounters were 
thi3 year less sanguinary than of old. 
I t 
is certainly tim e th a t tha absurdity of 
annual lights over th e Iiattle of the Boyne 
was recognized by both Orangemen and 
Catholics. 
If all th e (bscendants of all 
the people who have been on opposite sides 
hi im portant battles were t > consider it in ­ 
cum bent upon them to renew the quarrel 
annually forever, th e w orld would be one 
vast skirm ish ground, and th e undertaker* 
and gravediggers w tu ll b ; th e only pros­ 
perous folks. 
There is no sane reason for 
this Orange and Catholic enm ity. 
I t is 
purely barbarous and uncivilized. 
And it 
ought to be dropped by m utual consent, 
and consigned to the limbo of obsolete fol* 
lies aud 6uper9tition?.

THE CEMETERY CiSE. 


A STRANGE CASE. 


The case of Keronioa M iller against the 
city of Sacramento, which has been dragging 
its slow length along in the Superior Courts 
for the past four years, came to trial yester­ 
day, and was decided in favor of the city. 
The testimony given upon the trial showed 
the facts to be th at at the time of the death 
of George Miller, her husband, in 1870, Li? 
remains were buried, as was supposed, upon 
a lot owned by the plaintiff, and for which 
she held a cemetery deed, in which was de­ 
scribed “ lot tw o” of a certain plot. 
A few 
years afterwards a M r. B ryant purchased lot 
three of the same ph-t from the city, and upon 
examination it wa- found th at the remains cf 
M iller had by accident 1 ten interred within 
this lot iustead of upon lot two, as sup­ 
posed. 
Mr. 
B ryant 
then 
applied 
to 
the Superintendent of the cemetery, and 
the latter, finding th at the mistake had been 
made removed the remainB to another part of 
the cemetery, where they were remterred. 
Upon ascertaining tids fact Mrs. M iller 
brought 
suit against the 
city, claiming 
810,000 as damages. 
The case was tried before Judge Clark and 
a jury, the plaintiff being represented by C. 
T. Junes and E d. M . M artin, and the city by 
A. P . Catlin, IV. A. Anderson and ]>. A. 
H am burger. 
Upon the conclusion > f the 
testim ony and argument of counsel, the 
Judge reviewed the evidence in the case and 
then instructed the jury to render a verdict 
in favor of the city for the reason, first, that 
even if the act of removing the remains fiom 
lot tw > was unlawful, there was no evidence 
th at the act was authorized by the city au­ 
thority—the B o rd of T rustees; and second, 
th at the Board of Trustees had the right and 
authority t<i make r.uch removal under the 
circumstances, if they Eaw fit to do so. 
The jury, therefore, rendered a verdict in 
favor 
of the defendant without retiring 
from the jury-box. 
Counsel for plaintiff ex­ 
cepted to the instructions of the Court, and, 
it is understood, will appeal the case. 
The Superintendent of the cemetery, be­ 
yond the reasons stafe l by the Judge, claims 
th at ho had full authority to make the re­ 
moval, from the fact that by Section "2 of an 
A ct passed by ths Legislature in 1862 relat­ 
ing to the City Cemetery of Sacramento, it 
is provided as follows: “ If any body or 
bodies have been, or hereafter shall be in­ 
terred in any part of said cemetery designa­ 
ted on the official map or plan as a lot, the 
purchase money of which shall not be paid 
within thirty days after the passage of this 
Act, in cases of interm ent hereafter arising, 
the Superintendent of said cemetery is hereby 
authorized and required to disinter such body 
or bodies and reinter the same in some other 
part of said cem etery.” 
The Superintendent claims th at under this 
section, inasmuch as lot 3 in which the re­ 
mains were originally interred, was not owned 
or paid for by plaintiff, he had full power to 
make the removal and he did so. 


llF.rOBT OF W o o sd s.— A copy of the re­ 
port published by Surgeon-General J . K . 
Barnes, U . S. A ., in November, 1865, giving 
i, summary of the leading surgical cases re­ 
ported during the war, ¡3 in the library of 
one of the leading physicians in th¡3 city. 
T h at portion of it reciting the cases of guu- 
chot wounds of the abdomen is of special in ­ 
terest ju t now by reason of the ' anxious sus­ 
pense txi-ling and the probabilities of re­ 
covery in the case of the President.

corded, which w; re in most instances cases 
of slougLing frc n injuries of the abdominal 
parietcs by shells. 
Of the 548 penetrating 
wounds the results have been ascertained in 
414 cases, and were fatal in 303, or 74 per 
cent. 
The number of recoveries is unexpect­ 
edly large, hut includes only caess in which 
the report- showed beyond question th at the 
abdominal cavity bad been involved. 
Gun­ 
shot wounds of the live r were usually followed 
by extravasation int > the abdominal cavity 
and rapidly fatal peritonitis. Of 32 caees in 
which the diagnosis was nt questionable, all 
but f n r term inated fa'ally.” Tr.e physician 
in who-e library the above report was found 
rcma:kcd, “ Ur course we do not know the 
precise nature of the 1’reu l.n l’o wounds.”

Ilughson 
and Pinkham 
upon the remains of J . 
A. C. Palmer, who die! the day previous. 
The deceased was an old resident ia the city, 
and his extremely emaciated appearance for 
many years past has caused him to he gener­ 
ally observed, and led to considerable specu­ 
lation and conjecture as to the disease which 
should produce such effects and v etn o t prove 
fatal. 
The post mortem revealed the fac. 
th at he had at the time of his death fiv e dis­ 
eases or derangements at five dis-inct parts of 
the body, either cf which would positively 
and almost immediately prove fatal to any 
person of only ordinary tenacity of life. The 
lungs were consumed to about one-third 
their 
natural 
size 
and 
filled 
with 
tubercles. 
They 
were 
also 
both 
ex­ 
tensively adhered to the walls of the chest. 
The left auricle and ventricle of the heart ap­ 
peared healthy, but the walls were almost as 
thin as writing paper, and in the right ven­ 
tricle was a fibrinous clot about four inches 
in length, which would be supposed to kill 
immediately. 
The stomach was extensively 
nlcerated, and its walla were not more than 
half the thickness of an ordinary healthy 
stomach. 
The small intestine had become 
intussuscepted or turned within itself for a 
distance of seven inches. 
This is a very un­ 
usual occurrence, and one of the most fatal. 
I t is thought, from appearance and symp­ 
toms, th at this condition could not have ex­ 
isted more than twenty-four hours prior to 
his death. 
Below this, another portion 
of 
the small intestine, for a 
distance 
of 
about fourteen 
inches, 
showed 
th at 
a high state of 
inflammation 
had 
ex­ 
isted, 
followed 
by 
mortification. 
N ot­ 
withstanding these conditions fosmd, and 
the almost deathlike appearance which 51 r. 
Palm er sustained for many years past, his 
last illness did not occur until last Saturday, 
and. when a physician was sent for on th at 
dav, and called to see him, M r. Palm er had 
gone down town and remained there for 
hours 
He was confined to his bed but two 
days prior to his death, and during which 
time bis symptoms of immediate difficulty 
pointed directly, if not exclusively, to in- 
flanimation or disease of the stomachy 
_ 
I t is an interesting fact iu connection with 
this case that the deceased was a very small 
man, of not over five feet and one or two 
inches iu hight and of slight frame, not 
weighing much over one hundred pounds 
when iu health, and probably not to exceed 
eighty pounds ft r many years past. 
I t may 
also be added that, contrary to what would 
naturally be expected, he uniformly possessed 
a ravenous appetite, sa d which was so marked 
that formerly his malady was attributed to 
the presence of a tapeworm.

New O utburst of M auna Loa—One of the 
G reatest E ruptions on Record. 


Advices from H onolulu have been re­ 
ceived to Ju ly 7th per steam er A ustralia, 
which arrived a t Kan Francisco W ednes­ 
day. 
The m ost exciting event w hen the 
steam er left H onolulu was the new out­ 
b urst of M auna Loa, w hich threatens to 
cause great destruction. 
The Sheriff of 
Haw aii w rites from H ilo as follows, under 
date of Ju n e 30 th : “ I fear th a t we are on 
th e brink of a great calam ity. 
The lava 
stream lias a t last broken out of the woods 
a little above W aiakia and the fish pond, 
and th a t portion of Hilo, including possibly 
the harbor, cannot escape except by a m ir­ 
acle. 
Last S aturday gradnally increasing 
action wa3 noticed, and on S aturday night 
and Sunday th e lava broke out of the 
woods, ana getting into a sm all w ater­ 
course 
came 
rushing 
down 
in 
the 
direction 
of 
K ukuau 
and 
Kaiipohpo 
at 
great 
speed. 
M onday 
I 
visited 
the 
scene 
of 
th e 
flow, 
and 
it 
was 
a tru ly terrific sight to sec stream s of lava 
alm ost as liquid as w ater rushing down the 
beds of stream s, pouring over fertile land 
and carrying destruction w ith it every­ 
where. 
The roar of burning grass and 
ferns, the explosions and concussions, were 
fearful. 
W hile we were w atching it— 
about three hours—the etream progressed 
some 400 feet. 
I t cannot be more than 
about tw o miles from the sea in a direct 
line. 
A continuous stream of people are 
going and returning. 
I t seems alm ost in­ 
credible th a t a lava stream is so near us ; 
but it is, ala3, too true. 
One p art of the 
town seems safe, Lut if th e stream gets 
into th e bay it will doubtless destroy it, 
and all the people in th a t vicinity will be 
ruined and homeless. 
This m orning (June 
30th) the report from the flow ¡3 th a t action 
at the lower end is som ew hat abated, but 
further up it continues as violent a? ever. 
It is probably only a tem porary lu ll.” 
A nother correspondent describes th e out­ 
break as follows : 
“ A bout Ju n e 221 the 
old m ouutain was observed to be more than 
usually active, th e whole sum m it crevasse 
pouring forth immense volumes of smoke. 
By Friday noon the th ree southern arms 
had all joined into une, and rushing into a 
deep Lut narrow gulch, forced its way 
dow n th eg n lch in a rapid flow. 
By S atur­ 
day noon it had run a mile. The flow was on 
an average seventy-five feet wide, and from 
ten to th irty feet in depth, as it filled tho 
gulch up level w ith its banks. 
The sight 
was grand. 
The whole frontage was one 
mass of liquid lava carrying on its surface 
huge cakes of 
partly-cooled lava. 
Soon 
after we reached it the flow reached a desp 
hole, some ten to fifteen feet in depth, w ith 
perpendicular sides. 
The sight, 
as it 
poured over th a t fall in tw o cascades, was 
m agnificent. 
The flow was then moving at 
the rate of about seventy-live feet an hour. 
If it goes through K ukuau, probably all the 
lower or front p art of th e tow n will fall a 
prey to M adame Fele.” 
The H aw aiian Gazette of Ju ly 6th says : 
The past week has been one of great ex­ 
citem ent in Hilo, in consequence of the re­ 
newed activity in the volcanic fires on 
M auna l*oa. 
One arm of the fiery stream 
has pushed itself into the K ukuau gulch, 
and ia w ithin three miles of the village of 
Hilo. A ll H ilo may be said to have visited 
the flow during tho last few days. 
M er, 
wom en and children, soma on foot and 
some on horseback, have m ade the pilgrim ­ 
age. As seen on W ednesday, Ju n e 29th, it 
presented a view never to be forgotten. 
A 
mile above the low er end of the stream 
the lava is flowing in a liquid, living to r­ 
rent some th irty feet wide along its course, 
consuming everything in its way. 
From 
this point about half of the seething, surg­ 
ing to rren t could be seen. 
The belt cov­ 
ered w ith lava was some 500 feet wide, all 
hot and liable a t any m om ent to break out 
into renewed activity. 
A t night th e scene 
was awfully grand beyond description. 
K’ev. T itus Coan w rites from H ilo, under 
date of Ju n e 2Sth : “ Tho northern wing 
of the line is less than six miles from us, 
ar.d the southw estern is less th an tw o m iles 
distan t, while th e center of th e line ap­ 
pears to be the most sanguinary. 
From 
the southeast wiDg tho seething fusion has 
fallen into a rough w ater channel, 20 to 50 
feet wide, which comes down from the 
main bed of the flow alm ost direct to Hilo. 
W e found tw o stream s of liquid lava com­ 
ing down in rocky channels which are 
som etim es tilled w ith roaring w aters, but 
nearly d ry a t th is tim e. These tw o gulches 
are too sm all to hold tho seething lusiuu, 
and the fiery flood over-runs the banka and 
spreads out on cither side. 
The united 
w idth of those stream s m ay vary from 50 
to 200 feet.”

bids, in tbe m inutes of the Board of D irect­ 
ors of A pril 14th was received by D irectors 
C hapm an and Neff w ith the m ost apparent 
and undisguised evidences of surprise and 
m ortification. E u ly in the exam ination an 
attem pt had been m ade to im peach tbe ac­ 
curacy of the prison records, w hich had 
failed, the entire Board of D irectors substan­ 
tiating the accuracy of the m inutes of the 
transactions. On the occasion of th ¡3 at­ 
tem pt D irector Schell indignantly arose and 
declared the attem pt to im peach the accuracy 
of the records kept by the prison clerk was a 
gross insult, lie was rebuked ly the Ccm- 
miseion for this language. Com m ent upon 
this fact is freely m ade by a large num ber of 
spectators who have been inconstant attend­ 
ance upon the proceedings of the Commission. 
J l’TE CULTIVATION. 
Irving M. Scott was called on behalf of the 
Commission, and testified that he visited the 
jute works at Calcutta, four in number, hav­ 
ing a capacity of 10,000,000 bags per annum. 
The manufacture of jute in California would 
be brought into competition with the works 
at Calcutta and Dundee. The average wages 
paid to labor in Calcutta was S3G a year and 
found. The Chinese laborers in Calcutta 
were paid 40 cents a day and found them­ 
selves. The average cost of a sack in Cal­ 
cutta of the standard weight of eleven ounces 
was less than five cents. 
The United 
States tariff was 35 to 40 per cent, 
of the cost, operating as a protection 
to the manufacture of jute in this country. 
The climate of India was Dot as favorable to 
the growth of jute as that of California. 
Witness had familiarized himself with the 
methods of jute cultivation in India, and be­ 
lieved it could be grown upon ordinary wheat 
lands in the Sacramento and San Joaquin 
valle}’». It grew well in marsh cr bottom 
lauds, and an excellent quality wa3 yielded 
upon uplands. Great differences of opinion 
existed in India as to whether the growth of 
jute depended upon the fertility of the soil. 
Witness’ observation confirmed his opinion 
that sucoes.sive cropB of jute reduced the quan­ 
tity and quality of the plant. 
REFORMATION OK CRIMINALS. 
Witness did not believe in any other at­ 
tempt at the refjrmation of criminals than 
by industry and by strict discipline; he 
thought the condition of convicts should be 
in all respects worse than that of laboring 
men ; had continuous experience in the em­ 
ployment of labor for many years, and had 
never employed less than 400 men ; believed 
he knew something of the motives of human 
action ; the underlying cause of crime was 
innate criminal propensities ; believed indus­ 
try and effort to make the prison self-sup­ 
porting to be the paramount consideration 
which should influence the people of the 
State of California in conducting penal in­ 
stitutions. 
The Chairman instructed the Secretary to 
summon Judge Freelon, of San Fran :hco, to 
appear before the Commission to-n orrow. 
Adjourned. 


HORRIBLE MASSACRE 


John Sharpe, one of the owners of the 
Downieville stage line, was in this city yes­ 
terday, and related a remarkable story of 
an accident which happened to him and 
his wife last Sunday evening. They were 
seated in a buggy drawn by a pair of horses 
which he was driving on a high grade be­ 
tween liamm’s place and Camptonville. 
One of the horses suddenly began stum­ 
bling, and gradually shouldered the other 
horse towards the edge of the grade until 
the outside horse was actually forced off 
the grade. Seeing that the vehicle was 
about to go over the precipice, the lady 
leaped for her life. She fell in the road, 
spraining an ankle and suffering some se­ 
vere abrasions, but received no serious in­ 
jury. The horses and buggy went off the 
grade, taking Mr. Sharpe along with them. 
The first thirty feet of the descent was 
nearly vertical ; beyond that there was a 
sloping bank to the creek in the bottom of 
the canyon, COO feet below the grade. 
Horses, buggy and man struck the sloping 
bank together, and rebounding, rolled over 
and over down the descent. Mr. Sharpe con­ 
cluded on the way down that it was of no 
use for him to stay with the team, and he 
accordingly stopped at a point on the bank 
about half-way to the bottom. There he 
left the baggy and Eecured a good hold on 
some bushes. The horses and buggy kept 
right on. One of the horses brought up 
on his back about 200 feet further down, 
with most of the bugsy on top of him. 
The other horse rolled to the bottom cf the 
canyon. 
Finding himself unhurt, Mr. 
Sharpe cautiously climbed down to assist 
the nearer horse. But before he reached 
the spot the animal made a desperate 
struggle for liberty and gave the wreck of 
the buggy a kick which sent it flying down 
to the creek. The horse went tumbling 
after, and did not stop until he reached 
the bottom of the descent. Mr. Sharpe 
was greatly surprised when he reached the 
horses to find them able to stand and with 
no bones broken, though bleeding a good 
deal from cuts and abrasions. The buggy 
was all in pieces and covered with blood 
from the horses. Mr. Sharpe brought por­ 
tions ot the buggy down here to have them 
built into a new vehicle.—[Marysville 
Appeal, July 14tb. 


COMMERCIAL. 


B utchery of 1,(00 People in the South Sea 
Islands. 
The following is f'nm the Fiji Timen of 
April 30th, brought by the City of New 
York, “■‘rich arrived at San Francisco 
Wednesday : 
The Bchooner Elizabeth returned from a 
trading cruise on Sunday, bringing news of 
a most horrible massacre that has been per­ 
petrated at Tapitawa, one of the Line 
Islands. It seems that some years ago a 
branch of the London Missionary Society 
was established in the island, from Hono­ 
lulu, under the charge of a Sandwich 
Islander named Kahu, who succeeded in 
proselytizing the entire community. Upon 
their embracing Christianity he induced 
them to give all their weapons into his 
care, and everything went smoothly for 
awhile. Latterly, however, the people 
living on the southern part of the island 
became dissatisfied at the constant requisi­ 
tions made upon them for copra, and con­ 
sidering Kahu’s Christianity too dear at 
the price, they apostatized. Kahu then 
preached a crusade against them, and arm­ 
ing his followers, led them on in pcrion, 
beating two clubs together and shouting, 
“ Kill ! Kill !” The carnage which followed 
is almost too horrible for belief, not less 
than a thousand meD, women and children 
having been indiscriminately massacred. 
The most atrocious enormities were prac­ 
ticed on their victims by the victorious 
party, and after the general slaughter the 
wounded were collected together, piled one 
on top of another, and the roof of an old 
inuse placed over them, which the mis­ 
creant Kahu fired with his own hand. 
When the Elizabeth was at the island the 
beach was still 6trewn with the decompos­ 
ing bodies of men, women and children, 
but the archfiend in the transaction had 
been taken to Honolulu ia the Hawaiian 
vessel Stormbird, to answer for his almost 
incredible crime.
